They will s'.lect 
a site in tbe vieinity of Vancouver, tor a 
large smelting and relining works, of 
which Mr. Rust will manager. Mr.

One of the results of his trip 
was the organization of a company which 
will construct and operate the smelting 
and refining plant referred to. IMr. Rust 
said : 

" W'e expect to be at work on the 
construction of the new plant within 
thirty days. It will have a capacity of 
about 100 tons of ore Jier day, or four 
times the ])reseiit capacity of the Taco- 
ma smelter, and will smelt and refine 
coiiper, lead, izold, silver and - other 
metals. l''(Hir stacks will i lo erected and 
the works will run day and night, em- 
ploying '.ifiO men steadily. I expect the 
))lant will start up auiuit si.^c months 
lieiice. 

" The coiiijiany which will erect and 
ojierate the works was organized, during 
my late visit East, after conferences held 
at iMontre.al and New York with capi- 
talists. The head of the syndicate is C. 
D. Simpson, of Scranton, Pa., one of the 
most ext(!nsive miners in that state, and 
reputed to be worth ^3,000,000.

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JDDGE AND GKA.ND JURY. 

The Chief Justice Takes Exception to a 
Presentment at the Nelson 
Assizes. 

(From the Nelaou iriiicr.) 
The presentment made by the grand 
jury on Thursday created a'sensation in 
court. The document dealt with several 
matters of more qt less importance, but 
omitted any reference to that butt of 
previous juries, the powder magazine. 
After listening to the list of persona re- 
commended for indictment on account 
of the laxity of their moriils or tl)e fiHli 
of their pigstiea, the Cliief Justice naked 
if that was allV Ilaii they no renuiriis 
to make about the powtlor ma<XJ.zinii'! 

The foromiin (Mr. G. O. Uiichanan) re- 
jilied that the subject hiul como up for 
discuBsion, but tliat there were not 
enouf!li votes recorded in favor of in- 
cludin<j; it in the i)resontnicnt. 

His Ijordship llien asked if tiio grand 
jury considt-reil a few Cliineae and Jaj)- 
Jinese liouaes of ill (nme and a few dirty 
backyards of more danger to tlie 
town than a powder magazine star- 
ing them in ttie face, which continu- 
ally tbreatenH destruction to every 
man, woman and cliild in tlie place. 
It was surrounded by dry herbage and 
there might be n fire there at any time. 
He would help them iu their delibera- 
tions on the matter, and if there were 
not enough votes among them they 
should have some more. He then 
directed the eherifT to summon six more 
grand jurymen, remarking: ''Don't 
strain at a gnat and swallow a camel." 

On the court reaBsc-niblinj; the follow- 
ing gentlemen were Hworn in na adtli- 
tional tirand jurors: Messrs. Robeon, 
Finucane, i'lvana, Allan, Cirahaui and 
Irvine. 

The Chief Justice then addresaeil the 
grand jury. The ]irci-cntni«'nl which 
he had received indicated a little niia- 
understanding wliich probably was more 
attributable to his own shortcomings in 
charging them than to themselves. He 
referred to the previous grand juries and 
to the great powers tliey possessed. He 
was aware that previous grand jurors 
had called attention to the powder 
magazine and certain communications, 
to which he could not now refer, had 
passed on the snbject, but the magazine 
still remains. Whose fault is this? He 
was unaware that it had ceased to be a 
danger. It is possible that it is no 
longer used to store powder and that 
therefore it is not a danger and there is 
no occasion to take the matter up. 
But if it is still a menace they should 
deal wilii it. It was more of 
a danger than Japanese houBes of ill- 
fame. His Lordship then ran through 
the presentnientB. With regard to the 
jury s contention that the vagrant act 
was not iiroperly enforced in Nelson and 
Rossland and that there were not enough 
constables in these, lie pointed to tlie 
fact that no criminal cases at this as- 
size came from Nelson and that there 
were four constables in Kossland. Were 
the jury certain aa to their statement 
that the Nelson constable was a man of 
all work to all the provincial authorities. 
They must remember that they are on 
their oaths. The statement meant one 
of two things, either that more consta- 
bles were required or that the govern- 
ment agent had not niarle proper repre- 
sentations on the Biiliji'ii. They innst 
be careful how i.hey iuii)u;,'ii a man's 
character without being cei tain of tlieir 
facts. 

The refiM-euco to the system of grant- 
ing licenses seeniB to be levelled by some 
(not by all) at the government agent, 
whereas it was in the power of local jus- 
tices of the peace to form themselves Mito 
a licensing board if they wished to do so, 
but failing this the duty devolved on the 
government agent. 

His Lordaiiip proceeded to iliscuss the 
question of abolishing houses of ill- 
fame, and wliile undoubleuly those 
badly conducted ought to be suppressed, 
it was an open question whether society 
would be benehied by closing them all. 

A request was made in the present- 
ment to indict two Ja[)anese for living 
with women to whom they are not 
married. He trusted that the grand 
jury had shown no impartiality in this 
matter and that they had included in 
the indictment all people known to bo 
living in a state of immorality. If it is 
an oHence for a Jap it i.s equally so for a 
white man or a red num. No doubt all 
the men coinjiosing the grand jury were 
of pure min<ls and lofty morals, but he 
begged them on this question not to 
make lish of one ami llesh of the others. 
At the same time he was unaware ol 
any clause in the criminal code for pre- 
venting this kind of thing. 

The foreman of the grand jury then 
requested that the crown solicitor should 
attend them, to which His Lordship 
agreed and the jury retired. 

Tlie court assembled again at 8 p.m., 
when the grand jury made a new pre- 
sentment. 

This went over a number of im|>ort- 
ant matters, and referring to the powder 
magazine stated that it had been allowed 
to remain in its present position by ilie 
government which had " by its action, 
confirmed the Hamilton I'owiler Com- 
pany in Ub right of occupation of the 
land in (jnestioii, for tlie purpose of the 
storage of powder, and we consider that 
it would be unjust to the said company 
to criminally indict them ander sucli 
circumstances." 

Ohief Justice Davie then said: " Re- 
garding this presentatiop I may say that 
I had hoped you would have had sufTi- 
cient public spirit to have removed a 
menace which places in jeoi)ardy the 
life of every man woman and cliilil in 
town. With your co-o])eration 1 <'ould 
and would have had it removed. Now, 
with your consent, it will remain, in 
spile of my ellbrts to tlio contrary. 
The responsibility is yours." 

His tAjrilfihij) then said he would look 
into the indictments handed in and dis- 
charged the grand jury.

Liberal jxilicy given to the Canadian 
pub'ic through tlio iiiodiuni of an .Am- 
erican newspaper will be grievously dis- 
appointed. The policy which Mr. 
Laurier gives to the world as his own ia 
one that has been tried by difTerent Can- 
adian governments, and where it haa 
failed it lias failed through the jealousy, 
and what looks very like the perversity, 
of the (.Toveriiiiient of the Uiuted States. 
If, as Mr. Laurier saya, tiie relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
have not been so cordial for some time 
past as he hoped they would be in the 
future, whose fault was it? 

British i;(dnnil)iune, to tlicir sorrow, 
know a guoil ileal about the way in 
wliich Caniuliaiia and Canadian inter- 
ests have been Ire'ateil by tliL'tJoverii- 
nient of the Unilcil States with the full 
approbation oi the citizens of the I-!e- 
public. The American , Government 
laid claim to the .sovereignty of Behring 
Sea — a claim that was pronounced 
groundless by sonic of tiie most learned 
of American jurisls. In the exercise of 
the EOverei>;nty it assiuiied , it denied to 
British subject.^ the riglit to hunt seals 
in that sea. Although Great Britain 
did not recognize the American claim, 
American cruisers seized British sealing 
vessel.s pursuing their lawful avocation 
on the high eeaa; and when compensa- 
tion was deniaiided for the injury done 
to British siibject.-*, even after ti I'.oard 
of Arbitrators hud decided that the 



Canada was that its jieople shoulil con- 
sent lo lii'i'Diiie United States citizens. 
'I'his ha.-^ been said so ulteii and so eni- 
phalieally by men of iiilliience in tbe 
United Stiites that it seems to be on the 
part of any Canadian statesman a mere 
waste of words to express a desire for 
reciprocity in trade. All intelligent 
Americans know that Canadians are 
most desirous of reci jiineity in trade 
with their cijiintrv a j s ion as it c an he 
obtained on anything like fair terms. 
But now, when Mr. McKinley and the 
ultra-protectionists appear to be again 
on the eve of being elevated to power, 
would seem hardly' a propitious time to 
talk to tlie .-\mericans about reciprocity. 

Mr. haiirier says a good deal about 
deepening the water-courses between 
C.inada and the United States for the 
exposition of the j l>iiri>use of benehtiiig the farmers of the 
two countries. There is no originality 
in this scheme, and we fear no pntcli- 
cability. A commission has been already 
appointed to inquire into its feasibility. 
That commission will soon find oufhow 
much it will cost to deepen the channele 
of the lakes and rivers and to recon- 
struct the canals between hake Superior 
and the (lulf of St. Ijawrence; but 
liow the two countries are to co-operate 
to perform this titanic work, or how 
they are to regulate the navigation of the 
deep wati'r channel after it is completed, 
is, we fear, far beyond the powers of 
any comniiasion to point out. 

The .Vmericana have been snarling 
and threatening aljoiit the bonding 
privilege for so long a time that.it is 
evident if they were not benefited by the 
present arrangement it would have been 
done away with years ago. When the 
relations between Canada and the 
Uiiitetl States are reviewed it will bo 
.'^een that the Americans will jiursue the 
course on all subjects in which both 
countries are interested that they con- 
sider most conducive to their own in- 
terests, without giving any consideration 
as to how Canada is aflected hy their 
action or their inaction.

fishery troubles. AVho was it that 
created that friction? The reciprocity 
treaty of ISfil gave the Ainoricana free 
use of tho IJritisli iiialiore fisheries. 
But the AinericaiiH, nevertheless, con- 
sidered tliat treaty loo fiivoniblo to Can- 
ada and had it abrogated. There was 
trouble after the abrogation of that 
treaty because the Americans wanted to 
use tlie fisheries on the Atlantic coast as 
their own; and because the Dominion 
used the proper and lawful means to pro- 
tect its lisheiiea, the Ainorieans growled 
and threatened Canada. Then came the 
Treaty of Waahiiigtoia. Under it the 
Aiuericaus on very easy terms had tjie 
use of the Canadian fisheries. ThoEo 
terms were not very closely carried out 
by tho Americana and in one particular 
they avoided them by what appeared fo 
be very alinrp pracliue. When, after 
considerable uiiple:inantiK'.SH— all on the 
pari of tho Aineritians — the lisliiiig 
clatises of the AVashington treaty were

The merchant!!, Iiowever, le- 
fused to accejit these, ;ind the Khalifa 
confiscated their goods and closed their 
shops. This brought them to reason, 
and, on agreeing to accept them at their 
whole value (aa if of eight parts of 
silver) their property was restored. 
But they were warned that if they 
made any further ilillicultieH they 
would be punished, by the loss of the 
riglit hand and left foot. . The natural 
outcome of these urbitrary^tneasures was 
an immediate increase of prices to coni-

THE RISE AND FALL OP MILLER 

Orilt Bay Witnesses a Thoronsthly Success 
ful Balloon Ascension and ^ 
Farachiite Jump. 

Any iiersnti disjiuting tho accuracy of 
Victoria's census would have had all 
doubts di.aptdled had he been at Oak Bay 
beach yesterday afternoon when Pro- 
fessor r'rank Miller made his balloon 
ascensiiui and jiarachute drop, concliid 
iuL' the Derl'ormance with a liatli in the 
over-cool waters of the Straits. The 
latter featiiri; was not advertised but 
was, like tho spectacle proper, enter- 
tainment for the |)ublic free, gratis, tor 
nothing and without (diariio. 

This iiKiy have bad somclhin.' to do 
with the large attendance, hut in any 
(>ventthe " Professor " was honored with 
theattention of tho larcost open air gath- 
ering that private enterprise has yet 
brought together in Victoria. They 
came on foot and by bicycle, in tram- 
cars, hacks, carriagee, boats and baby 
wagons, but they all managed to be on 
baud by four o'clock, with the ladies 
and children in the majority. This was 
the hour set for tin; ascension, butowing 
to the unfavoralilo wiiul it was almost 
six when Miller culled out to "let her 
go," and the bi.g gray gas bag shot up- 
wartl, the " professor '' below desci ibmg 
a .series of ])endulum movements with 
the lurching of the air ship, and the 
crowd expr(^'^sing its several feelings in 
a choice selec'tion of " Obs " and " Ahs." 

Several astonished horses, taken com- 
pletely by surprise, diverted attention 
momentarily from the attraction proper 
by executing step dances and reachint; 
fur the fast mounting balloon with their 
forefeet— but they were soon brought 
under subjection and all eyes were riv- 
otted on the man in the air. 

The wind was from the land and the 
balloon sweiit at once seawaid, rising 
with unusual rapidity and (rareening 
consiileralily when a lu ight had hceii 
reached at which the;i ronant resembled 
a small bhick kitten auspendeil bv its 
tail. 

It was at this juncture that thi> iiara- 
cliule was cut loose and the jieople held 
their united lireaih to see if it would 
open jiroperly. It did, and worked very 
wtdl in the descent, which was, however, 
a rapid one. Tho big umbrella fell near 
the little rock island at the entrance to 
tho bay, Miller jumping clear when 
about twenty feet from tlie surface, flis 
object was to avoid the island, but un- 
luckily he struck an outlying spur 
of rock and his ' ankle was pain- 
fully cut in consequence. It was a 
short swim to the island and there he 
and the jjarachute were picked up a few 
minutes later by A. Sarantis anil H. 
Selerles with a row boat. The balloon 
fell and was recovered ipiite a distanc.' 
further out by C. T. W. I'iner. 

On tho whole the perfornianeo was a 
very satisfactory one and fully merited 
the geiun-ous applause accorded. Tho 
consiuisus of oiunion seemed to he that 
the life of tlie aeronaut like that of the 
policeman ia not a happy one, and he 
fully deserved the glad hand as well as 
to wear the pretix "Professor" just as 
long as it pleased him.
